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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF CUSTOMS FOR 
THE FISCAL (CALENDAR) YEAR 1920 



Sir : I have the honor to submit herewith the Annual Report 
of the Bureau of Customs, containing a compilation of the 
returns of commerce, navigation, and immigration and emigra- 
tion of the Islands for the preceding year, compared with those 
of the previous years, together with a brief statement of the 
other activities of this Bureau. 

FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

The trade of the Islands for the year 1920 was the largest 
ever recorded since the American occupation, amounting in value 
to 1*601,124,276. Of this amount 1*298,876,565 represented the 
value of imports and ^302,247,711 that of the exports. Both 
of these figures are larger than the corresponding ones for 
previous years since 1899. On account of the greater value of 
the exports the balance of trade at the close of the year was in 
favor of the Islands to the amount of f*3,371,146. 

The volume of cargo imported during the year, about five 
per cent (5%) of which was for transhipment to foreign 
ports, was 1,643,361.25 tons, as compared with 1,086,337.65 tons 
in 1919, while the exports amounted to 580,125.86 tons, com- 
pared with 571,659.02 tons for the previous year. It will 
thus be seen that during the last two years imports largely 
exceeded the exports in quantity, and the balance of trade in 
1919 naturally resulted against the Islands. It will therefore 
strike one as surprising to note that there was a favorable 
trade balance in 1920, explainable only through inferring 
that increased prices for Philippine staples prevailed in foreign 
markets, to the evident advantage of the commerce of the 
Islands.

Of the different countries trading with the Islands during 
the year, the United States consumed almost sixty-five and two- 
thirds (65|%) per cent of the trade. The balance was dis- 
tributed among Ihe other countries, the largest part going to 
Japan (7.83%) ; the next, to the United Kingdom (5.75%) ; 
the third, to China (4.31%) ; the fourth, to Hongkong (2.49%) ; 
the fifth, to Spain (2.14% r ) ; and the rest in small portions to 
other countries. 

Compared with the year before, during the year under con- 
sideration the two principal countries doing business with the 
Islands, to wit, the* United States and Japan, registered an in- 
crease both in their imports from and exports to the Islands. 
Trade with other countries also showed an increase both as to 
imports and exports, except the United Kingdom, China, the 
French East Indies, Hongkong, France, Siam, Switzerland, Jap- 
anese China, the Netherlands, Germany, Norway, Belgium, and 
British Africa, the exportation of Philippine products to all of 
which showed a decrease ; while on the other hand imports from 
Australasia, Spain, Dutch East Indies, and Japanese China 
showed a decrease.

CUSTOMS RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

Customs collections during the year showed an increase of 
23 per cent over those of the preceding year. The amount 
collected was ^17,757,865.34, as against ^14,425,307.38 in 1919. 
The increase is due to the increased collections in import duties 
on rice, cotton goods, diamonds, silk, and other dutiable goods. 
Said increase is also attributed to the increased collections from 
other sources, such as tonnage dues, arrastre and pier dues, im- 
migration dues, etc., the direct result of increased shipping ac- 
tivities. On the otlfer hand, the expenses incurred in running 
the Bureau amounted to ^1,600,805.78, or an expenditure of 
f*0.09 for every peso collected.

FOREIGN CARRYING TRADE. 

The actual number of vessels of different nationalities trading 
with the Islands during the year was 460, with a total net tonnage 
of 1,400,555.44, as against 306 in 1919, with a total net tonnage 
of 880,831.59. Almost 33J per cent of these vessels was of 
American registry, the number being 158, net tonnage 579,164.41. 
Second on the list was the number of British vessels, the same 
being 120, net tonnage 399,094.56, and third the Japanese, with 
a total number of 177, net tonnage 328,092.74. British and 
Japanese vessels have increased in number compared with the 
previous year. Philippine vessels are fourth. 

The following table shows *the extent of the increase in the 
merchant marine of the different nationalities in relation to 
the number trading the year previous, except the Spanish vessels 
which show a considerable decline :

In entrances and clearances during the year British vessels 
are ranking, the numbers registered being 345 entrances and 342 
clearances, as against 233 and 235, respectively, in 1919. 
American vessels come second with 238 entrances and 240 
clearances, compared with 173 and 158, respectively, for the year 
before. Japanese vessels are in the third place, recording to their 
credit 223 entrances and 221 clearances, against 177 and 178, 
respectively, in 1919. Then come as fourth in rank vessels of 
Philippine registry, with 110 entrances and 115 clearances, com- 
pared with 117 and 108, respectively, for the previous year. 
Vessels of other nationalities show increases and decreases in 
entrances and clearances as will be seen in the following table:

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Of the goods imported into and exported from the Philippine 
Islands during the year those carried in American vessels were 
valued at 1*259,643,836, which was more than those transported 
in them in 1919 ; in English bottoms, at 1*215,220,275, also more 
than the preceding year ; in Japanese ships, at 1*70,235,674, like- 
wise more than the year before; in Spanish boats, at 1*12,918,428, 
which was more than the year previous. Philippine vessels, 
however, which in 1919 stood fourth in importance in the car- 
rying trade among the vessels of different nations, this year 
retrograded to the extent of transporting only , P5,242,209 worth 
of merchandise, when the year before these boats had to their 
credit 1*16,180,685 worth of goods carried. 

Of the goods imported into the Islands during the year those 
carried in British vessels had the greatest value, amounting to 
1*138,082,668, whereas in 1919 they only carried 1*73,295,196. 
American bottoms stood second, the value carried being 
1*105,979,021, as against 1*84,789,950 in 1919. Japanese ships 
imported goods to the value of 1*30,464,729, as compared with 
1*43,688,317 in 1919, showing a slight decrease. Boats of other 
nationalities, including Philippine vessels, also registered de- 
creases in transporting the Islands' importations, with few ex- 
ceptions. 

As to Philippine products exported abroad those transported 
in American bottoms had the greatest value, reaching the 
figure of 1*153,664,815, while in 1919 they only transported 
1*97,042,637 worth of these goods. British vessels in the car- 
rying of our exports were in the second place, with the Jap- 
anese ships standing third, the figures being ^77,137,612 and 
^39,770,945, respectively, compared with 1*75,547,467 and 
1*25,370,947, respectively, for 1919. On the other hand boats 
of other countries, including Philippine vessels, registered de- 
creased spaces in taking Philippine products to foreign markets, 
with few exceptions.

IMPORTS. 

In the history of the Islands' importations the largest on 
record is that for the year 1919, which aggregated 1*237,278,104 
in value. This, however, was exceeded by that for the year 
under review, totalling 1*298,876,565, or an increase of 26 pe 'c 
cent. The articles that registered heavy importations are, in 
the order of their importance as to value, cotton and its manu- 
factures, iron and steel and their manufactures, mineral oils, 
rice, automobiles and accessories, meat and dairy products, coal, 
wheat flour, silk and its manufactures, fish and fish pro- 
ducts. The respective values of all of these articles as imported 
in 1920, except that of iron and steel and its manufactures, are 
greater than those for the previous year.

PRINCIPAL ARTICLES IMPORTED. 



Cotton and manufactures of cotton. — Importations of these 
articles during the year have been markedly extraordinary in 
that they constituted the largest part of the total importations, 
as will be noted in the above table, or 23 per cent thereof. The 
total value of imports of cotton goods for the year amounted to 
f*68,795,756, which is the highest on record compared with si- 
milar importations during the last four years. It may also be 
stated that these importations showed an increase of 78 per 
cent over those of similar articles in 1919. Of the whole cotton 
goods imports the largest part originated in the United States, 
or 64.91 per cent; not a small portion of the same, or 16.87 per 
cent, originated in Japan; 8.87 per cent in China, and 6.87 per 
cent in the United Kingdom. It will be noted that in 1919 
our third source of supply of these commodities was the United 
Kingdom, but during the year under review she was relegated to 
fourth place, having been substituted by China. These four 
countries registered an increase in the exportation of these pro- 
ducts to the Islands compared with the previous year. Unlike 
the year 1919, imports of this kind from other countries showed 
substantial increases, except Spain and the Netherlands, which 
showed slight decreases.

Iron and steel. — The value of imports of iron and steel for the 
year 1920 reached the amount of 1*43,758,204 and constituted 
15 per cent of the total value of all importations during the 
year. This is, however, slightly less than the value of similar 
imports during the previous year. The principal source of the 
Islands' supply of these products was the United States, 85.87 
per cent of the whole shipment thereof having been imported 
from that country, although the said imports were slightly less 
than those of the year before. Imports from Hawaii, while less 
than those originating therein in 1919, were larger than those 
of any other country importing similar goods. The Islands* 
demands of these products from the United Kingdom, which 
continued to decline since the European War until they slightly 
increased in 1919, in 1920 reached the value of over a million 
pesos. Imports from Japan also showed a notable increase, 
when this country recorded a decrease of this class of impor- 
tations in 1919 compared with 1918. Great increases are also 
noticeable in the imports of iron and steel from the Netherlands, 
Sweden, British East Indies, and Australasia, while Italy and 
Switzerland, from which there were no importations of these 
articles in 1919, in the year under consideration respectively 
sold to these Islands more than three and forty-five thousand 
pesos' worth of these goods. France and China recorded slight 
increases, whereas on the other hand Spain, Norway and Hong- 
kong registered decreases. While it may seem apparent from 
the table below that Germany's imports of iron and steel into 
the Islands are less than those of the previous year, she in fact 
must be credited with having sold to the Islands more of these 
products than she did during any time since she went to war, 
the figures for 1919 having been obtained as a result of the 
sale of goods from her interned vessels.

Mineral oils. — During the year, mineral oils of distinct va- 
rieties, such as naphthas, refined oils, crude oil for fuel, etc., 
amounting in quantity to 132,671,553 liters and valued at 
1*18,769,463, were imported. The quantity imported in 1919 
was only 95,405,641 liters, valued at 1*13,147,080. It will there- 
fore be seen that in 1920 more mineral oils were consumed in 
the Philippines than in the previous years. 

The sources of the Islands supply of mineral oils were, in 
the order of their importance as to quantity and value, the 
United States, importations from which amounted to 102,350,487 
liters, valued at 1*16,142,329 ; Dutch East Indies, to 29,954,290 
liters, at 1*2,577,166; British East Indies, to 192,385 liters at 
1*14,171 ; and the United Kingdom, to 116,918 liters, at 1*24,308. 
The only other countries supplying the Islands with mineral 
oils were Australasia and Japan, in which small quantities orig- 
inated. 

Rice. — Five per cent of the total importations of the Islands 
represented rice imports, consisting of 77,334 tons, valued at 
1*16,329,770, as against 50,819 tons imported in 1919, valued at 
1*8,817,362. The average price of imported rice from 1899 to 
1918 ranged from 1*5 to ^9 per one hundred kilos, but in 1919 
this price was computed at 1*17.35, still rising to 921.12 in the 
year under review. 

Local importers obtained most of their supply of rice from 
the French East Indies, the quantity bought therefrom being 
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39,730,691 tons, valued at 1*7,707,737. A slightly smaller amount 
was purchased from Siam, amounting to 37,564,178 tons, but 
the price of the Siam rice was higher than that of the French 
East Indies, that for the former having been paid for at 
1*8,606,189. Smaller quantities have also been brought from 
Japan, the British East Indies, Spain, and the United States. 
The following table shows, in respect to the importations of 
rice, the quantity, value, average value per 100 kilos, and per- 
centage of total imports for the years 1899 to 1920:

Automobiles, automobile parts, and tires. — A total of 3,835 
automobiles were imported during the year, the total cost of 
which was 1*9,038,156. The number imported^in 1919 was 2,557, 
valued at 1*5,947,075. Almost all of the automobiles imported 
came from the United States; the number being 3,829, at an 
aggregate value of 1*9,017,298. One was imported from the 
United Kingdom, valued at 1*3,403, and five from France, at a 
total cost of 1*17,455. 

Importations of automobile parts reached the value of 
f*l,843,678, almost all of which were bought from the United 
States, insignificant quantities having been purchased from 
Japan, the United Kingdom, and France. The only countries 
from which automobile tires were imported were the United 
States and the United Kingdom, the shipment from the former 
being valued at 1*4,034,088 and that from the latter at 1*5,444. 

Meat and dairy products. — The total value of meat and dairy 
products imported during the year was 1*11,603,753, whereas in 
1919 the value only reached 1*9,834,061, there being therefore 
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an increase of 18 per cent. The value of these imports from 
the United States was the highest, amounting to 1*6,513,647; 
that from China was the second, amounting to 1*2,696,617 ; that 
from Australasia was third, amounting to 1*1,811,863; that from 
the Netherlands was fourth, amounting to 1*164,688; and that 
from the United Kingdom was fifth, amounting to 1*118,226. 
Small importations have also been registered from Spain, Japan, 
Denmark, Switzerland, France, Dutch and British East Indies, 
Norway, and Italy. 

Coal. — The total value of imports of coal during the year was 
1*10,792,077, as against 1*7,781,307 in 1919, or an increase of 39 
per cent. The quantity also increased from 400,537,494 to 
540,055,501 kilos. As in previous years, Japan recorded the 
largest supply of our imports of this com rodity, the same being 
325,963,048 kilos. Australasia was the next country sending 
large shipments to the Islands, amounting during the year to 
100,569,881 kilos. There were also smaller importations from 
the British East Indies, China, the United States, French and 
Dutch East Indies. All of these countries exported to the Is- 
lands more coal in 1920 than in 1919, particularly the United 
States which showed a big increase. 

Wheat flour. — The value of wheat flour imported during the 
year amounted to 1*9,443,515, as against 1*8,929,166 in 1919, or 
an increase of 6 per cent, and constituting 3 per cent of the total 
importations. The amount so imported was 45,674,758 kilos, 
compared with 46,927,449 kilos in 1919, showing higher prices 
in 1920 than was prevalent the year before. Australasia in 
previous years had invariably supplied our markets with n~ore 
wheat flour than any other country, but in 1920 she was exceeded 
by the United States, the supply of the latter being 19,507,196 
kilos, as against 18,052,862 corresponding to the former. The 
Australasian flour, however, appears to be higher in price than 
the American, as the former's supply was valued at 1*4,103,894 
while that of the latter was only 1*3,637,241. 

Imports of this class from China showed a decrease from 
10,310,121 kilos in 1919 to 7,438,764 kilos in 1920. Small quan- 
tities have also been imported from Japan and the British East 
Indies.

Silk and its manufactures. — The value of silk and its man- 
ufactures imported during the year has increased 21 per cent 
from 1*4,987,266 in 1919 to 1*6,036,511 in 1920. Of the importa- 
tions of this kind from all countries that from the United States 
had the highest value, amounting to 1*3,046,360, that from 
China to 1*1,553,409, and that from Japan to 1*1,011,525. Im- 
portations from the United Kingdom amounted to 1*234,355; 
from Switzerland, to 1*70,544; from France, to 1*61,387; from 
Spain, to 1*22,208 ; from Germany, to 1*15,733 ; from the British 
East Indies, to 1*13,781 ; and from Italy, to 1*4,108. Importa- 
tions from other countries have been so small that theyi need 
not be mentioned. 

Fish and fish products. — The value of fish and fish products 
imported was 1*5,706,114, as compared with 1*3,148,792 in 1919, 
or an increase of 81 per cent. The largest portion of these 
imports originated in the United States, the value being 
1*5,015,733. China furnished our markets with 1*326,578 worth 
of these goods, while Japan with 1*263,409. Imports from other 
countries are as follows.: Spain, 1*30,636; France, 1*10,391; 
Siam, 1*6,024 ; Australasia, 1*4,450 ; British East Indies, 1*5,428 ; 
and the United Kingdom, 1*3,934. Imports from Denmark, 
Hawaii, and the French East Indies are so insignificant that 
they need not be stated. 

Other imports. — There was a considerable decline in the value 
of copra imported during the year, which amounted to only 
^171,752, while in 1919 imports of this class amounted to 
F5,425,560 in value. Imports of leather and manufactures 
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thereof amounted to 1*3,130,304 in value, against P5,759,635 
in 1919. Imports of paper and its manufactures totalled 
f*4,964,112 in value, compared with f*6,237,420 in 1919. Im- 
ports of other articles are stated in detail in the statistical tables 
appended hereto. 

EXPORTS. 

The value of the exportations of the Philippines during the 
year under review wasi 1*302,247,711, which has no parallel in 
the past exports of the country since the American occupation. 
Compared with the preceding year, when the exports only 
amounted to 1*226,235,652, the increase for 1920 is 33 per cent. 
The cause of the increase may be seen in the tabular statement 
below which shows the notorious increases in the exportations 
of sugar, hemp, and embroideries, and the slight increases in 
that of other domestic products:

Of the total goods exported from the Islands during the year 
the largest portion, or 69.62 per cent, went to the United States, 
8.03 per cent to the United kingdom, and 4.93 per cent to Japan. 
Smaller portions were shipped to Hongkong, Spain, and the 
Netherlands, being 4.59, 3.77, and 2.27 per cent, respectively. 
The balance was distributed in small quantities among other 
countries. 

Large increases are noted in the consumption of our exports 
during the year by the United States, Spain, France, Austra- 
lasia, Siam, British Africa, and Canada, compared with the year 
1919, Germany in particular, to which no exportations from the 
Islands were registered in 1919, whereas in 1920 she bought 
more than two million pesos' worth of our goods. Small in- 
creases are also noted in our exports to Japan, Italy, Hawaii, 
Guam, British and Dutch East Indies, and Switzerland. On the 
other hand, exports to the United Kingdom, China, Netherlands, 
Hongkong, and French East Indies showed a decrease. 
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Foreign merchandise to the value of 1*6,183,130 was ex- 
ported during the year, as compared with 1*9,077,041 in 1919, 
and domestic products valued at 1*296,064,581 were exported, as 
against 1*217,158,611 in 1919. 

The principal articles of exports are discussed separately in 
the paragraphs that follow. 

PRINCIPAL ARTICLES EXPORTED. 

Sugar. — The most important article sent out of the country 
during the year was sugar, amounting in quantity to 180,340,670 
kilos, valued at 1*99,238,520, as compared with 136,060,322 kilos 
in 1919 at a cost of 1*30,415,701, or an increase of 32 per cent in 
quantity. The average value of sugar was 1*550.28 per thousand 
kilos, which is the highest unit price on record. Of the sugar 
exported 1*36,720,596 represents the value of centrifugal sugar, 
1*62,515,172 that of raw, and 1*2,752 that of refined.

The increased demands in the markets of the United States 
of centrifugal and raw sugar, as well as in those of Japan and 
Hongkong of centrifugal sugar, account for the increase in our 
exports of this class. The United States consumed 82,719,206 
kilos of raw sugar, valued at 1*47,916,929, against 6,595,891, 
valued at ¥1,172,400 in 1919, or an increase of 1,154 per cent 
in quantity. Her consumption of centrifugal sugar was 
41,2281,003 kilos, valued at ¥=30,780,940, against 25,563,472 kilos 
in 1919, valued at 1*6,545,534. Japan's consumption of centrifu- 
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gal sugar was 4,570,212 kilos, at a total cost of f*2,098,672, where- 
as in 1919 her record shows only 304,295 kilos, at a total cost 
of 1*124,527, the increase for 1920 being 1,401 per cent in quan- 
tity. Hongkong's demand of centrifugal sugar was 7,371,960 
kilos, valued at f*3,827,283, while in 1919 there were shipped 
thereto only 2,927,027 kilos, valued at M, 180,416, the increase 
in quantity, therefore, being 152 per cent. 

It is to be noted that there have been decreases in the exports 
of raw sugar to Hongkong and Japan, as well as of both centrifu- 
gal and raw sugar to China, Guavr, and Spain, to say nothing of 
the United Kingdom, the markets of which did not buy any 
Philippine sugar in 1920, while in 1919 there were sent thereto 
more than four and a half million pesps' worth of raw sugar. 
These decreases, however, are sufficiently offset by the eloquent 
figures above discussed with reference to the exports to the United 
States, Hongkong, and Japan. 

The quantity of refined sugar exported during the year was 
insignificant, Hongkong and Guam being the only countries to 
which this class of sugar was sent. 

Hemp. — Hemp exports during the year are larger than those 
of 1919. A total of 141,485,785 kilos of hemp were exported, 
valued at 1*71,724,000, compared with 121,247,668 kilos during 
the previous year, at 1*53,703,052, or an increase of 16 per cent 
in quantity. The increase is due to the larger demands of this 
staple in most of the foreign markets. From the statement below 
it will be seen than while hemp exports to some countries have 
decreased, those to a large number of the consurers of this ar- 
ticle have increased, without mentioning the Netherlands, Italy, 
and Germany, which countries had no hemp imports from the 
Islands in 1919, whereas in 1920 they purchased an aggregate 
of nearly a million pesos' worth of hemp.

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Coconut oil. — There was during the year a marked depression 
in the exports of coconut oil, the total quantity exported being 
77,571,405 kilos, as against 139,942,612 in 1919, or a decrease of 
44 per cent. The decrease is due to the apparent dullness of the 
oil markets in the United Kingdom, which practically made no 
demands of this product in 1920. France, Egypt, Canada, and 
Guam did not record any importations from the Islands of this 
product, when they did the year before. Even the United States, 
the largest consumer of our coconut oil exports, registered a 
decrease in the consumption of this article. A study of the 
following list will give an idea of the depression of the Islands' 
coconut export trade:

Exports of cigarettes showed a decrease, the quantity ex- 
ported being 124,770,669 pieces, valued at f*339,571, as against 
155,307,225 pieces in 1919, valued at 1*394,729. Large quantities 
have been shipped to Hongkong, Japan, China, the United 
States, Spain, Hawaii and Guam, and small amounts to other 
countries. 

Exports of leaf tobacco also showed a decrease, the amount 
exported being 19,939,788 kilos, as against 21,507,316 kilos in 
1919. The value of the former, however, amounted to 
f>13,480,965, which is higher than that of the latter, ^=12,459,210. 
As in 1919, Spain consumed the largest portion of our leaf tobacco 
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exports, the quantity amounting to 2,664,638 kilos, valued at 
1*1,384,242. Shipments in small quantities have been made to 
other countries.

Embroideries. — One of the most successful business under- 
takings in the Islands is the embroidery industry. The value of 
exports of this class in 1920 reached the amount of 1*15,623,567, 
an increase of 126 per cent over that of the previous year, 
which amounted only to f*6,913,004. In 1918 the value of em- 
broidery exports was ^4,319,501, and in 1917, f*3,929,318, which 
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shows the evident increase in the activities of the local exporters 
in an effort to carry this industry to the summit of complete 
success. 

The United States, as usual, consumed almost all of our embroi- 
dery exports, the value of the shipment thereto being ^=15,569,470, 
as compared with 1*6,855,653 in 1919. Exports to the United 
Kingdom was valued at F24,038, as against ^400 for the year 
before, and to Hawaii 1*15,427, while the value of the shipment 
thereto during the previous year amounted only to W,507. The 
balance was sent in small quantities to Germany, the British 
East Indies, Egypt, Dutch East Indies, Guam, Hongkong, Aus- 
tralasia, Spain, and China. 

Copra. — Exports of copra showed a decrease of 16 per cent 
from 1*8,839,376 in 1919 to 1*7,433,741 in 1920. The decrease 
is due to the complete cessation of these exports to France and 
Belgium, the former being the largest consumer of Philippine 
copra in 1919. Another factor that accounts for the decrease 
is the falling off in the price of this commodity, as it will be noted 
that while the quantity exported during the year under consi- 
deration is greater than that of 1919, the average value of the 
former is 1*288.09 per one thousand kilos, compared with the unit 
price of 1*352.25 for the same quantity in 1919.

It is gratifying to note that the result of the operation of the 
plant has been such that less complaint against the same has 
been received than during the year before. Much relief will be 
felt in all quarters upon the completion of the new pier, when 
the what is known as port congestion will be a thing foreign 
to Manila, but in the meantime the Bureau, with the coopera- 
tion of the shipping firms, spared no effort, with the present 
means available for. the operation of the plant, to so improve 
the service as to reach its maximum efficiency, all for the bene- 
fit of the ever increasing trade of the Islands. 

An average of 380 laborers per day were employed both on 
the piers and the Custom House wharfs. 

IMMIGRATION AND EMIGRATION. 

The passenger movement for the year shows an increase over 
that of the preceding year. A total of 27,735 persons arrived 
in, and 24,713 departed from the Philippine Islands. These 
figures do not include enlisted men and others attached to the 
military and naval forces of the United States. 

Of the total arrivals 4,421 were citizens of the United States, 
of whom 2,622 arrived from the continental United States and 
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1,799 from foreign countries; and 5,319 were citizens of the 
Philippine Islands, of whom 2,013 returned from the continental 
United States and 3,306 from other countries. Of the aliens 
arriving the Chinese head the list, the number being 14,875, of 
whom 9,461 were immigrants, 5,411 non-immigrants, and 3 
coming from the United States, as compared with 12,936 dur- 
ing the preceding year, of whom. 7,931 were immigrant aliens 
and 4,999 returning residents and transients. Japanese to the 
number of 952 landed in the Philippines, of whom 590 were 
immigrants, 354 returning residents and transients, and 8 com- 
ing from the United States, as compared with 1,645 in 1919, 
of whom 1,274 were immigrants and 369 returning residents 
and transients. The decrease in the number of Japanese coming 
to the Philippines was 42 per cent. Peoples of different na- 
tionalities also arrived in small numbers. Of the total arrivals 
22,162 were males and 5,573 females. The total arrivals also 
include tourists. 

Of the total departing people 4,372 were citizens of the United 
States, of whom 3,160 departed for the continental United States 
and 1,212 for other countries; and 6,523 were citizens of the 
Philippine Islands, of whom 4,486 went to the United States 
and 2,037 to foreign countries. Of the aliens departing 10,536 
were Chinese, of whom 89 were emigrants, 10,432 residents of 
the Philippine Islands and transients for foreign countries, 
and 15 visiting the United States, as compared with 8,620 in 
1919, of whom 112 were emigrants, 7,786 residents of the 
Philippine Islands and 709 transients. Japanese to the 
number of 1,222 departed, of whom 598 were emigrants and 
623 non-emigrants. Other nationalities also departed in small 
numbers. Of those who left the Islands during the year 20,642 
were males and 4,071 females. 

A total of 595 aliens were debarred from admission into 
the country during the year, while 380 aliens were deported 
under the various provisions of the Immigration and Opium 
Laws. 

CONSULAR DUTIES. 

The number of seamen discharged from American merchant 
vessels during the year was 1,100. Four hundred eighty-eight 
(488) of these were discharged by mutual consent, 158 on ac- 
count of illness, 295 due to termination of contract, and 159 for 
cause. It has been observed that in most cases discharges by 
mutual consent carried with them certain reasons other thafi 
mere mutual consent, which were sufficient enough to warrant 
their approval by this office, either for the improvement of 
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the service of the ships or for the benefit of the seamen. There 
were instances where seamen of certain vessels complained 
against their officers on account of ill-treatment, and the latter 
against the former for offenses which were difficult to substan- 
tiate, and in such cases discharges by mutual consent were gen- 
erally resorted to by the masters and the seamen. Seamen 
discharged, except those who remained in the Saint Paul's Hos- 
pital for treatment and those who found employment on other 
vessels, were always immediately repatriated to the United States 
on the first available United States Army transports, after their 
discharge. Venereal diseases were chiefly responsible fof the 
large number of discharges on account of illness, and many sea- 
men so discharged were cared for in exactly the same manner 
as were destitute American seamen according to their merits. 
The number of destitute American seamen given subsistence 
and lodging has been unusually large for two reasons: First, 
because during the year there was a marked increase in the 
number of American vessels calling at this port, especially 
United States shipping board vessels, with the consequent cor- 
responding increase in the number of American seamen becom- 
ing destitutes, and second, because the American Consulates 
in Asiatic ports shipped of late to Manila the destitute American 
seamen found in their respective ports, alleging that United 
States Army transports seldom call at such ports and there was, 
therefore, very little chance of shipping them to the United 
States/ These American Consulates and the seamen themselves 
look upon Manila as the United States shipping center in the 
Far East. 

The expenses involved in subsisting and lodging destitute 
American seamen at this port, the number of whom amounted 
to 375, were paid by this office, under the authority of the Sec- 
retary of Finance. The Bureau will be reimbursed of these 
expenses by the Department of State of the United States Gov- 
ernment. Four American seamen died in Manila during the 
year. The shipment during the year of seamen on American 
vessels, including Army transports, numbered 1,328 persons, 
of whom 754 were Filipinos and 34 Chinese. 

One hundred twenty-two (122) consular invoices and two 
hundred seventy-three (273) invoices of returned American 
goods were issued by this office during the year. 

PROTESTS AND APPEALS. 

During the year protests to the number of 217 were filed with 
the Insular Collector of Customs and with collectors of customs 

180061 S 
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at the different subports of entry, under the provisions of sec- 
tion 1370 of the Administrative Code. These protests were 
against the classification and appraisal of the values of imported 
merchandise, assessment and collection of wharfage and storage, 
etc. Of the number of protests so filed 75 were sustained, 44 
overruled and denied, 20 dismissed, and 78 were pending ac- 
tion at the close of the year. Of the number overruled one was 
appealed to the Court of First Instance, action on which is 
still pending. 

DOCUMENTATION AND LICENSING OF VESSELS. 

• 

A total of 533 vessels with an aggregate net tonnage of 
18,883.19 were newly documented in the coastwise and for- 
eign trades and in the bay and river business. This number 
is less than that for the preceding year and that for 1918, 
which are 647 and 571, respectively. Of the vessels so docu- 
mented in 1920, 137 were for the coastwise trade, tonnage 
4,886.02, 4 for the foreign trade, tonnage 7,630.09, and 392 
for the bay and river business. 

Coastwise licenses were issued to 929 vessels, and bay and 
river licenses to 2,115, with net tonnage amounting to 56,303.17 
and 43,073.20, respectively. The number of vessels in com- 
mission during the year was 3,044, with a total net tonnage 
of 99,376.37. 

INSPECTION OF VESSELS. 

A total of 223 vessels, with an aggregate net tonnage of 
49,481.95, were inspected by this office in accordance with the 
requirements of navigation and steamboat inspection service. 
Of the vessels so inspected 165 were steamers, with a total net 
tonnage of 38,994.50, and 58 were sailing vessels, with a total 
net tonnage of 10,487.45. The number inspected in 1919 was 
293, with a displacement of 60,329.61 net tons.

SECRET SERVICE. 

The closest surveillance of all ports of entry has been exer- 
cised with a view to preventing all attempts of violations of 
the Customs, Immigration, and Opium Laws. As a result 
seizures of goods of all kinds, including vessels, to the number 
of 43 were made during the year and subjected to condemnation 
proceedings. Of the number so seized 37 were forfeited to 
the Government of the Philippine Islands and 6 decided in favor 
of their respective owners. Of the number forfeited 3 were 
taken to the Court of First Instance on appeal, the court having 
confirmed the decision of this office in each case. 
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Cases involving violations of the Opium Law to the number 
of 368 were taken to the Court of First Instance for prosecution, 
out of which 214 convictions were secured, 61 dismissed, and 
93 pending action at the close of the year. The fines imposed 
in such cases aggregated 1*36,852. 

PORT OF CEBU. 

The total trade of Cebu during the year amounted to 
1*38,462,091, of which 1*9,090,365 represented the imports and 
1*29,371,726 the exports. There is, therefore, a balance of trade 
in favor of the port amounting to 1*20,281,361. The trade of 
this port in 1919 was only 1*34,020,960, of which 1*9,409,848 
were imports and 1*24,611,112 exports, the increase of the total 
trade for the year under review being 13 per cent. 

The principal articles imported into this port during the year 
are, in the order of their importance as to value, rice, amounting 
in value to 1*2,793,396 (1*4,146,288 in 1919) ; cotton goods, to 
1*1,370,434 (1*709,248 in 1919) ; kerosene oil, to 1*1,099,436 
(1*1,415,575 in 1919) ; naphthas and all lighter products of dis*- 
tillation, to 1*1,041,337 (1*208,533 in 1919) ; iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof, to 1*466,626 (1*641,854 in 1919) ; and 
coal, to 1*410,237 (1*159,737 in 1919). 

The principal articles imported into this port during the year 
to mi, 119,619, against 1*5,775,527 in 1919; coconut oil, to 
1*9,231,329, against 1*17,569,832 in 1919; copra, to 1*4,899,094, 
against 1*488,880 in 1919 ; and sugar, to 1*2,480,016, of which 
1*1,650,000 represented the cost of centrifugal sugar and 
1*830,016 that of raw sugar, as compared with W63,414 in 1919, 
all of which represented the value of raw sugar. United States 
goods to the value of 1*37,839 were exported from this port. 

During the year under consideration there were, in the 
foreign trade, 127 vessels entered, showing a net tonnage of 
300,718, and 122 vessels aggregating 297,244 tons were cleared, 
as against 75 vessels entered and 64 vessels cleared in 1919, 
with 124,439 and 118,669 tons, respectively. In the coastwise 
trade there were 4,867 entrances of 349,854 tons, and a clearance 
of 4,971 vessels of 342,487 tons, as compared with 5,353 vessels 
of 366,815 tons entered and 5,529 vessels of 378,522 tons cleared 
in the year 1919. 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to ^886,983.74, as compared with ^807,809.04 for 
the previous year, or an increase of 9.8 per cent. The in- 
crease is due to the increased importations of rice and other 
dutiable goods, as well as to the greater volume of exports and 
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the consequent increase in wharfage dues. The shipping ac- 
tivities have also increased, thereby increasing the tonnage dues. 
Due to greater importations of refined and manufactured min- 
eral oils, internal revenue collections have also increased from 
F174,595.70 in 1919 to 1*241,992.10 in 1920. 

PORT OF ILOILO. 

The year 1920 has been one of the most prosperous that the 
port of Iloilo has experienced for a long time, the total trade 
amounting to 1*80,424,491, as compared with 1*30,638,118 for 
the previous year, or an unprecedented increase of 162 per cent. 
Of the total trade 1*16,477,995 represented the imports and 
1*44,450 in 1919; gutta-percha, to 1*50,236, against 1*12,164 in 
favor of the port amounting to 1*47,468,501. 

The principal articles imported into this port during the year 
are, in the order of their importance as to value, iron and steel 
and manufactures thereof, amounting in value to 1*7,274,726 
(1*5,658,140 in 1919) ; rice, to ^2,112,140 (1*637,968 in 1919) ; 
cotton goods, to 1*1,231,545 (1*790,731 in 1919) ; kerosene oil, 
to 1*876,121 (1*809,593 in 1919) ; carabao and other cattle, to 
1*782,327 (1*579,364 in 1919) ; coal, to 1*520,445 (1*110,000 in 
1919) ; and silk and manufactures of silk, to ^444,312 (1*136,660 
in 1919). 

Exportations of sugar, which article constitutes the main 
source of wealth of the district under this port, jumped from 
81,467 gross tons in 1919 to 116,185 tons in 1920, showing an 
increase of 42 per cent. The value of the latter was 1*63,795,212, 
compared with ^18,479,339 of the former. Of the sugar ex- 
ported, 1*44,157,634 represented the cost of raw sugar and 
1*19,637,578 that of centrifugal sugar, compared with ^15,202,316 
and 1*3,277,023, respectively, for the previous year. Exports of 
other articles from this port are so small that they are unim- 
portant. 

During the year under consideration there were 141 entrances 
of vessels in the foreign trade, showing a net tonnage of 307,713, 
and 141 vessels aggregating 310,866 tons were cleared, as against 
90 vessels entered and 88 vessels cleared in 1919, with an 
aggregate of 157,439 and 152,265 tons, respectively. In the 
coastwise trade there were 6,748 entrances of 494,761 tons, and 
a clearance of 6,749 vessels of 493,959 tons, as compared with 
5,277 vessels of 367,553 tons entered and 5,308 vessels of 372,166 
tons cleared in the year 1919. > 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*1,014,661.43, as compared with ^593,632.62 
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in 1919, or an increase of 70.9 per cent. The increase is due 
to the enlargement of the volume of imports as a result of the 
prosperity of the trade of the port, with the consequent increase 
in the collections of import duties. The increase is also due to 
the larger volume of exports, thereby increasing the collections 
in wharfage dues, as well as to the increased foreign shipping 
activities resulting in the increase of collections in tonnage dues. 
Internal revenue collections likewise increased from M. 02,784.77 
in 1919 to 1*143,155.28 in 1920. 

PORT OF JOLO. 

The total trade of Jolo during the year amounted to 1*1,215,501, 
of which 1*615,049 represented the imports and ^600,452 the 
exports. There is, therefore, a balance of trade against the 
port amounting to 1*14,597. The trade of this port in 1919 
amounted to 1*1,516,517, of which 1*836,340 were imports and 
1*680,177 exports, the decrease of the total trade for the year 
under review being approximately 20 per cent. 

The principal articles imported into this port during the year 
are cotton goods, amounting in value to 1*283,122 (1*117,652 
in 1919) ; coffee, to 1*50,672 (W6,240 in 1919) ; tobacco 
products, to 1*50,097 (1*57,183 in 1919) ; sugar and molasses, 
to 1*24,990 (1*21,063 in 1919) ; silk and manufactures of silk, to 
1*14,652 (1*11,777 in 1919) ; and iron and steel and their 
manufactures, to 1*11,152 (1*20,075 in 1919). 

The principal articles exported are fish and fish products, 
amounting in value to 1*152,293, against 1*195,475 in 1919 ; shells, 
to 150,826, against 1*141,680 in 1919; and copra, to ^136,865, 
against 1*253,435 in 1919. A good quantity of gutta-percha was 
also exported from this port, the value being ^49,147, as well 
as raw sugar valued at ^13,916. United States and foreign 
products valued at 1*55,676 were also exported. 

During the year under consideration there were 54 entrances 
of vessels in the foreign trade, showing a net tonnage of 27,367, 
and 56 vessels aggregating 28,157 tons were cleared, as against 
53 vessels entered and 47 vessels cleared in 1919, with 32,835 
and 30,165 tons, respectively. In the coastwise trade there were 
113 entrances of 20,622 tons, and a clearance of 112 vessels of 
20,085 tons, as compared with 126 vessels of 31,562 tons entered 
and 126 vessels of 31,562 tons cleared in 1919. 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*123,185.07, as compared with ^144,595.30 in 1919 
or a decrease of 15 per cent. The decrease is principally due to 
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the almost complete absence of rice importations and the general 
trade depression of this port. Internal revenue collections also 
showed a decrease from 1*15,112.53 in 1919 to 1*10,684.57 in 
1920. 

PORT OF ZAMBOANGA. 

The total trade of Zamboanga during the year amounted to 
1*3,256,197, of which 1*2,343,307 were imports and 1*912,890 
exports. There is therefore a balance of trade against the port 
in the sum of 1*1,430,417. The trade of this port in 1919 was 
only 1*2,662,738, of which 1*1,791,958 were imports and 1*870,780 
exports, the increase of the total trade for the year under 
review being 22 per cent. 

The principal articles imported into this port during the year 
are kerosene oil, amounting in value to 1*563,480 (1*514,133 in 
1919) ; cotton goods, to 1*485,088 (1*141,739 in 1919) ; napthas 
and all lighter products of distillation, to 1*304,746 (1*143,019 
in 1919) ; copra, to 1*153,364 (1*45,136 in 1919) ; and iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof, to 1*139,145 (1*70,809 in 1919). 

The principal articles exported are copra, amounting in value 
to 1*245,981, against 1*491,887 in 1919; lumber and timber, to 
1*127,285, against 1*38,760 in 1919; rubber, to 1*87,550, against 
1*44,450 in 1919; gutta-percha, to 1*50,236, against 1*12,164 in 
1919; gum copal, to 1*38,016, against 1*69,724 in 1919; shells, 
to 1*29,915, against 1*63,173 in 1919; fish and fish products, 
to 1*22,724, against 1*28,597 in 1919. United States and foreign 
goods were also exported from this port, amounting in value to 
1*229,888. 

During the year under consideration there were 70 entrances 
of vessels in the foreign trade, showing a gross tonnage of 
119,437, and 71 vessels aggregating 120,300 tons were cleared, 
as against 68 vessels entered and 64 vessels cleared in 1919, 
with 114,420 and 111,530 tons, respectively. In the coastwise 
trade there were 1,475 entrances of 157,740 tons, and a clear- 
ance of 1,489 vessels of 157,537 tons, as compared with 1,126 
vessels of 147,313 tons and 1,126 vessels of 150,579 tons in 
the year 1919. 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*139,268.10, as compared with 1*180,773.15 for 
the previous year, or a decrease of almost 23 per cent. The 
decrease is due to various causes, chief among which being the 
large amount of petroleum admitted free of duty and the fact 
that a large quantity of this product remained in bond at the 
close of the year. Internal revenue collections also showed a 
decrease from 1*68,487.59 in 1919 to 1*36,818.43 in 1920. 
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BALABAC. 

The total trade of this port amounted in value to 1*102,566, of 
which 1*62,754 represented the cost of the imports and 1*39,812 
that of the exports, there being therefore a trade balance against 
the port amounting to 1*22,942. The trade in 1919 was only 
1*37,262, of which 1*21,801 were imports and 1*15,461 exports, 
the increase in the total trade being therefore 175 per cent. 

Of the various articles imported into this port only two were 
of importance on account of their value, namely, cotton goods, 
amounting to 1*50,796 (1*15,596 in 1919), and iron and steel and 
their manufactures, amounting to 1*2,496 (1*832 in 1919). 

Of the domestic goods exported the largest was gum copal, 
the value thereof being 1*29,602, as against 1*5,117 in 1919; 
Shells to the value of 1*6,505 were also exported. No foreign 
goods were exported from this port. 

During the year under consideration there were in the foreign 
trade, 14 vessels entered and 13 vessels cleared, tonnage 251 and 
209, respectively, as against 2 vessels entered in 1919, tonnage 
143, and one vessel cleared, tonnage 137. In the coastwise trade, 
35 vessels entered and 40 cleared, tonnage 2,427 and 2,529, re- 
spectively, compared with 33 vessels entered and 35 cleared in 
1919, tonnage 2,030 and 2,046, respectively. 

Due to the increased importations into this port, collections 
increased from 1*3,263.37 in 1919 to 1*6,131.83 in 1920. 

INTERIOR PORTS. 

A coast district inspector is stationed at Aparri, Cagayan, and 
another at Legaspi, Albay. These inspectors look into the 
admeasurement and licensing of small water crafts plying in the 
waters of their respective districts, as well as the enforcement 
of the Customs Law. The conditions in general of these two 
districts are reported to be good. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

There are various reports in the files of this office showing 
that small foreign vessels visit our coasts quite often, engaged, 
as reported, in fishing, in violation of the Customs Law. Good 
reasons exist for the belief that these vessels do not engage in 
fishing, but are actually employed in the illegal traffic and in 
the smuggling in of immigrants. 

Information has emanated from a reliable source to the effect 
that firearms are being landed in some parts of the Islands, 
although no positive proof can be gathered to substantiate the 
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report. However, taking into account that vessels engaged in 
illegal traffic may enter some of our isolated gulfs at night and 
leave therefrom without being noticed under cover of darkness, 
it is not altogether preposterous to say that the information is 
well founded. 

Another instance is known where the people living on the 
coast of one of these Isles were terrified by the visit of a party 
of non-Christians from a foreign country, the purpose of the 
visit being solely to plunder the villages along said coasts. The 
result of this piratical act was that the peaceful inhabitants 
were forced to abandon their small plantations and fled towards 
the mountains, thus escaping the ravages of the marauders. 

In view of all the foregoing, the undersigned sees fit to recom- 
mend again the restoration of the Coast Guard Service which 
was established in 1901 and discontinued in April, 1918, although 
not with so many as sixteen vessels as the service originally had 
at the time of its inauguration. It is believed that with five 
vessels in addition to the customs cutter "Mindoro" the Bureau 
will be able to: (1) Protect the customs and internal revenues; 
(2) assist vessels in distress; (3) enforce the navigation and 
immigration laws; (4) protect the Philippine coasts from pira- 
tical attacks and suppress piracy; and (5) thwart all attempts 
to traffic illegaly in firearms and ammunition. 

In addition to the above, the following recommendations here- 
tofore made are hereby reiterated: 

1. Construction of Pier 9. 

2. Construction of a modern Custom House to replace the 
present one which is old and deteriorated. 

3. The closing of the entrance gap between the two break- 
waters in the Manila Harbor and the dredging of the south end 
of south breakwater to a depth of at least thirty-five feet at 
mean low tide, the same to be the new entrance to the harbor. 

4. Pushing through as rapidly as possible the construction 
of Pier 7, a pier road for passengers, and the remodelling of 
Pier 5 to bring it up to the standard of modern piers. 

5. The construction of a new detention station for immi- 
grants. 

6. The dredging of the Pasig River. 

7. The dredging of the Iloilo River. 

8. The extension of the Jolo wharf to one hundred feet on 
each end of the same, and the acquisition of the Jolo provincial 
building for customs purposes. 
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9. The transfer of the operation of the Arrastre Plant to a 
private concern.
